Agua Prieta, Mexico, April 14, via 
Douglas, Ariz.—In full possession of 
600 armed rebels tonight, the town 
of Agua Prieta, the principal port of 
entry between E] Paso and the Pacific, 
is to be made the headquarters of all 
rebel operations in the state of Sonora.

ture yesterday, the rebels today were 
rushing their troops toward this place 
from three points of the compass, east, 
west ang south. With their men all 
assembled, they expect to have a 
fighting force of 1,600, with which 
they believe they can successfully 
withstand any attack the federals may 
make. 

The hardest fighting which the 
Mexican rebellion has afforded to date 
is expected to occur almost from hour 
to hour in Agua Prieta, 

Garcia Leads Reinforcements. 

The first rebel reinforcements to 
arrive—100 mounted men—reached 
here late this afternoon. They were 
lead by Belasaria Garcia, one of the 
best known leaders of the insurrectos 
in Sonora. He had brought his force 
in hot haste from the Sterra Madre 
mountains to lend all possible aid to 
hold Agua Prieta. Garcia's real name 
is Laguna, but he is familiarily 
known as “Pellill." “He took part in 
later’ in 
the campaign on the Yaqui river and 
in Tonichi. Included in his command 
is a small band of Yaqui Indians. 

The-arrival of the mounted column 
of Garcia's command this afternoon 
riding at top speed across the plains 
and raising great clouds of dust, taken 
together with the firing of shots by 
a detachment of rebel scouts which 
had gone out to intercept them, led to

WARNING 1S SENT OUD 
MMO INSURRECTO LEADER 


Spilling of American Blood in 
Douglas, Ariz., by Mexican 
Forces Causes Speedy Action 
by State Department---Situa- 
tion Regarded as Extremely 
Grave. 


Washington, April 14,-—President 
Taft is determined that battles be- 
tween Mexican federals and insur- 
rectos shall not be fought on Ameri- 
can soil. 

He is equally determined that the 
lives of American non-combatants 
shall not be endangered by the forces 
of President Diaz and those of Gen- 
eral Madero. 

Future combats between the rebels 
and the forces of the Mexican govern- 
ment must not be fought so close to 
the American line as to put in jeop- 
ardy the lives and property of Ameri- 
cans. 

Through the state department the 
president tonight notifieq the Mexican 
government it must see to it in the’fu- 
ture that no such unfortunate inci- 
dent as that of yesterday at Agua 
Prieta, near Douglas, Ariz., when two 
Americans were killed and eleven 
wounded be allowed to occur. 

Through the war department and 
through the department of justice the 
president sent the same sort of warn- 
ing to th eleaders of the insurrectos 
at Agua Prieta. The view was ex- 
pressed at the white house tonight 
that these warnings will be obeyed to 
the letter and that no more battles 
will be fought..im. the vicinity of the 
boundary. 

State Department Stands Firm. 

Neither the president or any of his 
advisers whom he called into consul- 
tation’ tonight was inclined to regard 
the incident at Agua Prieta as a fore- 
runner of anything more serious, but 
they diq conclude that it must not 
be repeated. 

The president knows that battle- 
grounds are not chosen like places for 
the holding of athletic contests, but' 
at the same time he takes the posi- 
tion that preparations for battle must 
be made by the hostile forces in Mex!i- 
co with due consideration of the ef- 
fect on non-combatant “&mericans. The 
president knows that some of the 
Xmerican spectators at yesterday's 
affair near Douglas were eager to see 
the fight and might have been too 
close to the engaged forces, but he 
has been informed also that warn- 
ing was given to the insurrectos at 
least not to get too close to the 
United States, Hereafter this gov- 
ernment expects both the insurrectos 
and Mexican federal troops to erect 
trenches or make their line of battle 
far enough away from American soil 
to make it certain that peaceful 
Americans will not be harmed. 

Maeesing of Troops Justified. 

President Taft feels his order send- 
ing the troops to Texas has been en- 
tirely justified by the developments of 
the last few days.

Henty Denman Thompson, who made 
famous “The Old Homestead,” was 
born In @ log cabin in the hamiet of 
Reechwood. three miles from Girard, 
Pa., on October 16, 13833. 

At 14 Denman went to his father's 
eld home at West Swanzey and for 
three years worked with his father. 
Captain Rufus Thompson, as a carpen- 
ter. When 17 he set out for Boston 
in search of employment. and soon 
after joined Tyson's circus as a prop- 
erty boy and actor. The following 
winter he made his first stage appear- 
ance as a “supe” under Chariotte 
Cushman. who was playing in “Lady 
MacBeth” at the Howard Athenaeum. 
Two years later, in Lowell, he had his 
fret speaking part, and following this 
he went about the country playing 
Irish and negro sketches. 

While traveling Thompson was taken 
iil with rheumatism and as he lay in 
bed in Pittsburg he thought out the 
sketch called “Joshua Whitcomb,” 
which iater developed into “The Oijid 
Homestead.” 

At the Bosten theater in 1886 “The 
Old Homestead” was first produced, and 
it had a continual run simce that time. 

Until a few years ago Mr. Thompson 
traveled constantiy with the company, 
but as the weight of years bore more 
heavily upon him, he was obliged to 
give up al! but the principal cities to 
an understudy, and finally quit alto-

ern Senators. Hopeful That 
Popular Election Plan Will 
Pass Senate by Necessary 
Two-Thirds Majority. _.

Washington, April 14.—(Special.)— 
The resolution for the popular elec- 
tion of senator, which passed the 
house yesterday, will be received in 
the senate on Monday and referred to 
the judiciary committee. That it will 
pass at this session is generally be- 
lieved. 3 . 

The house resolution ts in the form 
of the original Borah = resolution 
which southern democrats favored. It 
gives to the state legisiatures the 
right to prescribe the “manner” of 
holding elections., The trouble at the 
last session arose because this pro- 
vision was stricken by the adoption of 
the Sutherland amendment. Nine 
southern democrats then voted against 
it and Senators Bacon, of Georgia, and 
Percy, of Mississippi, spoke against it. 
Had Senator Terrell been present he 
would have voted likewise. 

Bacon Is Hopeful. 

Senator Bacon is now very hopeful 
that the measure can be put through 
in form that will be satisfactory to 
the people of Georgia and the south. 
It will require a two-thirds vote, but 
he thinks it can be secured, and in 
this opinion Senator Borah concurs. 

In speaking of the matter today Mr. 
Bacon said: 


“Had we permitted the resolution to 
gO through last time without having 
it affirmatively stated that the ‘man- 
ner of holding election for senators 
shall be prescribed in each state by 
the legislature thereof’ it woulg have 
led to untold mischief, for the house 
would undoubtedly have passed it in 
that form and state legislatures would 
have ratified it. Conditions now fa- 
vor the house resolution passing.” 


The issue as to whether congress or 
the state legislatures of the several] 
States shall control the times, places 
and manner of holding elections for 
senators will be again fought out in 
the senate. 

Senate Will Pass House Resolution. 

Southern senators do not Want any 
question to exist as to the possibility 
of congress adopting peculiar election 
systems for them to follow. They be- 
lieve, however, they can now pass th 
resolution as it comes from the. 
it being identical in form with the 
original Borah resolution. 

Senator Borah is on the senate 
judiciary committee which will con- 
sider the measure. Two avowed op- 
ponemte are on the committee—Sena- 
tors Dillingham, of Vermont, and 
Brandegee, of Connecticut. 

Others may be put on to succeed 
Senators Depew, Piles and Warner, 
who retired March 4. 

Every effort is being made to get a 
favorable report from the committee 
and to bring up the resolution at an 
early date.

BURGLARS AWOKE FAMILY: 
CUT OFF PURSUIT BY FIRE 


Ili From Long Sickness, Dan- 
iels Heroically Saves Family 
and Then Puts Out the Fire. 
The Safe Contained Money 
Saved Up For Years---Rob- 
bers Get Away.

Cut off from the stairway by dense 
smoke from fire applied to the house 
by two burglars who had attempted 
to rob a safe 9 the parlor containing 
a large sum of money, A. B. Daniels, 
an invalid carpenter, jumped from the 
second-story window of his residence 
at 20 Connecticut street late last 
night, hoisted a Jadder and rescued 
his wife, two children and Robert B. 
Calhoun and wife not a minute too 
soon. 

The flames had begun to spread and 
suffocating fumes from kerosene- 
soaked waste were boiling from every 
window and door, when Daniels and 
Calhoun rushed into the house, and 
after a desperate fight succeeded in 
putting the fire out. 

The safe which the robbers attempt- 
ed to loot is kept in the parlor of the 
home. <Acconding to a report received 
by the police,Nt contained about $200 
and represented‘the savings of years. 

Heard Robbers at Work. 

The entire family was sound asleep 
on the second floor, when Daniels was 
aroused after 11 o’cleck by the regular, 
shanp blows of steel against steel. At 
first he told himself that it as a dream, 


Stepping softly from hig bed, his 
foot kicked aside a shoe and the noise 
had its effect on the operations going 
on in the room below. There was the 
sound of hurried et, and in an in- 
stant later smoke began to. pour 
through the hall and up the staircase. 

Daniels rushed to awaken the mem- 
bers of his family, and when they all 
came out in the hall the fumes were 
<o tnick they feared to attempt t) 
descend. Without a mome@nt’s hesita- 
tion over the thought of weakened 
body, Daniels ran to a window, threw 
open the blinds and jumped out. He 
fell on soft ground and found himeself 
unhurt. Then he secured the ladder, 
and, going up, assisted his wife and 
two young children in getting safely 
to the ground. The. Calhonns, who 
had been awakened by the smoke, ap- 
peared, and were the last to come 
down. ' 

Although an invalid, the fear of los- 
ing his home made Daniels strong and 
he worked quickly and with presence 
of mind. Assisted by Cakhoun, he en- 
tered the smoke-filled house and fought 
the fire. They succeeded in putting :t 
out so quickly that it was unnecessary 
to call out the department. 


The Fleeing Strangers. 


Riding up DeKalb avenue in his au- 
tomobile, M. T. LaHatte, of the Primo 
Mot#r Car Company, met two men 
rurning wildly up the street. The 
lights of his car shed full in their 
faces. They were young white men. 

Further down DeKalb avenue the 
‘same strangers walkeg coolly past BI- 
cycle Policemen Tedder and Williams, 
and being at that time some distance 
from Connecticut avenue, the officers 
had no suspicion that anything was 
wrong.

A B, Daniels Jumps From the |Party Mot First Serious Trouble 


by Appearance of Insurgency. 
Fight Arose Over Extent to 
Which Campaign Publicity 
Should Be Applied.

Washington, April 14.—(Special.)— 
The passage of the campaign publicity 
bill by the house today by the over- 
whelming vote of 303 to 0 makes the 
second important measure passed in 


two days. 

The party, however, met its first 
serious trouble in the house today. At 
the close of a session markeg by in- 
surgency in the democratic ranks, by 
reason of which the republicans nar- 
rowly missed scoring a triumph, the 
house passed the Rucker bill. 

The fight arose over the extent to 
which publicity should be applied. 

Party Whip Brought Into Play. 

But for the vigorous use of- the 
democratic party whip an important 
republican amendment extending 
publicity to the tndividual receipts 
and expenses of candidates for con- 
gress would have been retained in the 
bill when it finally passed. 

As it was, the amendment was 
adopted over the protest of the demo- 
cratic leaders by the support of fifty- 
two of the democrats, who voted with 
the solid republican strength. Resort 
to a parHamentary move enabled the 
democrats later to get rid of the 
amendment, but. twenty-eight of their 
number refused to change their atti- 
tude and stuck with the republicans 
in opposing the democratic majority. 

Bill Passes After Stormy Scene. 

The Rucker bill passed finally by 
4 unanimous vote, but only after a 
stormy scene. The amendment offer- 
ed by Representative Jackson, a new 
republican mamber from Kansas, re- 
quired all canfliidates for congréss to 
file statements of the source and use 
of their individual campaign funds, in 
both the primary and general election. 

The amendment met instant sup- 
port from the republican side and en- 
countereg the opposition of the demo- 
cratic leaders. Mr. Rucker, of Mis- 
sourl, chairman of the committee in 
charge of the bill, asserted that it 
would so change the form of the law 
that it might endanger its final pas- 
sage. 

This did not deter fifty-two demo- 
crats from supporting the. Jackson 
amendment. They, with the solid re- 
publican forces, gave the gmendment 
a majority that resulted in its adop- 


storm of applause from the republican 
side, . eae 
Democrats Get Busy. 

There was a hurried conference of 
democratic leaders, as the progress of 
the vote showed the success of the 
amendment. <As soon as the vote was 
announced Mr. Rucker moved to re- 
commit the bill, with its new amend- 
ment, to the elections committee, with 
instructions to that committee to send 
the bill back tothe house without the 
Jackson amendment. 

This parliamentary move to squeeze 


about a split in the ranks of the demo- 
crats who had favored the, Jackson 
amendment. Twenty-eight of them 
stood by their former action and voted 
against the motion to regcommit the 
bill, but the demrocratic leaders se- 
cured enough votes to carry their 
point, 167 to 149, and the bill tech- 
nically was sent back to the commit- 
tee. 
Bill Finally Passed. 

Mr. Rucker gathered the members 
of the committee around him, and with- 
out leaving the floor they instructed 
him to report the bill again without the 
Jackson amendment. As soon as the 
vote had been announced he once more 
reported the bill to the house with the 
Jackson amendment left out of it: and 
this motion. carried, 164 to 139. The 
bill in -its iriginal form then passed 
the house without a dissenting vote. 

The Rucker bill, as finally passed, 
makes more stringent the campaign 
publicity law passed in 1910. That law 
requires publicity of funds after elec- 
tion. The Rucker bill will require pub. 
licity of funds by the campaign com- 
mittee ten days previous to election, 
and the filing of supplemenfa! state- 
ments, every three days thereafter un- 
til election day. 

The Rucker bill Hmited publicity of 
campaign expenditures to sums of $100 
Or over; but Mr. Rucker accepted an 
amendment of Mr. Kepp, of Wisconsin, 
republican, requiring the publicity of 
all payments in sums of $10 or over 
for campaign purposes.

If Legislature Accepts 
| Report of Committee. 


Committee Will Recommend 
Acceptance of 99-Year Lease 
Offer Made by B. M. Grant, 
Turning Down Cash Bid of 
$351,000. 


RR 


Will the Georgia legislature agree 
to lease the governor’s mansion prop- 
erty for a sum representing less than 
3% per cent of its present cash value? 

A committee composed of members 
of both houses of the legislature yes- 
terday announced that it would recom- 
mend by unanimous vote that this be 
done, but it remains to be seen wheth- 
er or not the legislature which meets 
1 in June will resew the recommenda- 


tion. 
B. M. Grant’s Offer. 

To this committee, which was ap- 
pointed for the purpose of consider- 
ing offers for the sale and lease of 
the valuable Peachtree property, B. M. 
Grant, a local real estate man, made 
an offer of $12,000 annual rental for 
the mansion property for the next 
five years and the committee went on 
record as favoring the acceptance of 


the offer. 
At the same time the committee was 


called upon to consider a cash offer 
of $361,000 for the immediate purchase 
of the property, which offer was turn- 
ed down. 

At the valuation placed upon the 
property by this bidder, whose name is 
withheld by the committee, the $12,000 
which they recommend the state ac- 
cept as rental will be just a shade un- 
der 3.5 per cent on the sum invested. 

The five-year term mentioned is 
just the beginning of a ninety-nine- 
year lease which Mr. Grant desires to 
obtain on the property. The terms of 
this lease, according to Mr. Grant's 
offer, stipulate that after the first 
five years the amount of rental for the 
property for the next ten-year period 


shall be $15,000. For the next ten 
years after this the rental annually 
shall be $18,000 and for the last 
seventy-five years of the lease the 
state is to receive $22,000. The property 
is to be free from taxation, according 
to Mr. Grant’s offer. 
Higher Offer Made. 

While declining to discuss anything 
that occurreq during the executive 
session which the committee held, it 
was officially announced by Chairman 
J. § Davis, of Dougherty, that: 

“There was another rental proposi- 
tion, somewhat better in figures, which 
was not accepted because it included 
a reservation of an option to buy at 
$401,100 plus an added price of $5,000 
for each year elapsing before the ex- 
ercise of the option.” 

It was also officially announced that 
a cash offer of $351,000 was made for 
the immediate purchase of the prop- 
erty. .The name of the maker of this 
offer, together with the names and 
details of every other offer made save 
that of Mr. Grant, was withheld by 
the committee. 

What Acceptance Means. 

If the legislature accepts the recom- 
mendation of the committee and leases 
the property to Mr. Grant it will mean 
that during the first year the lease 
runs the state will receive only a mar- 
gin over 3.4 per cent on the money it 
might now obtain for the property. 
During the next year it will recelve an 
even smaller per cent in proportion to 
the increase in the value of the prop- 
erty. This decrease in interest on the 
investment will continue throughout 
the five years the $12,000 rental is 
paid. 

At the beginning of the first ten- 
year term, or when $15,000 annual 
rental is paid, the state will then re- 
ceive only 4.25 per ceng on the value 
of the property as it stands today. 
How much less the percentage on the 
valuation at the period will be there 
is no way of determining at this time. 

5 Per Cent After 15 Years. 

It wili be only at the beginning of 
the second ten-year term that the 
state will receive as much as 5 per 
cent on her investment of today. The 
$18,000 which Mr. Grant’s offer calis 
for during this term is only $450 per 
year more than & per cent on the prop- 
erty at its present valuation. 

In other words, 5 per cent on the 
$361,000 which the state is today offer- 
ed for the property is $17,550, and it is 
only after fifteen years that the state 
will receive this amount as rental for 
the property. And in the meantime it 
is pointed out the property will, in all 
probability, have increased at least 25 
per cent in value. If this is true, the 
interest on the investment will be as 
low or lower during this period than 
during the first five years when the 
state receives only 3.4 per cent. 

6 Per Cent of Present Value. 

Under the tenms of the contract 
which Mr. Grant has offereq the state 
will be paid $22,000 annually during 
the last seventy-five years of the life 
of the lease. 

If the $22,000 were paid as a rental 
on the property today the state would 
he receiving 6.2 per cent on the money 
it has invested in the property. How 
much this sum will represent twenty- 
five years from today, when the state 
really receives it, can only be judged 
by the rise in values on Peachtree 
within the past few years.

PROTESTING HIS INNOCENCE 
WEAVER DROPS THROUGH TRAP 


Ed Weaver, one of the negroes 
charged with the killing of Motorman 
W. H. Brown in Druid Hills over a 
year ago, yesterday morning paid the 
death penalty on the gallows at the 
DeKalb county jail, the second of the 
four negroes arrested for the crime 
to be hanged. 

Weaver had the trap dropped from 
under him while he was still protest- 
ing his innocence. He vowed one mo- 
ment that he had never confessed hay- 
ing a hand in the murder, and the 
next he was charging Detectives Bul- 


, ard and Black, of the Atlanta police 


force, with having frightened him into 
confessing a crime of which he was 
innocent. 

The drop failed to break Weaver's 
‘meck, and it was almost fifteen full 
minutes before the attending physi- 
clans pronounced him dead. There 
was a goodly crowd of both whites 
and negroes gathered about the jail, 
and quite a number witnessed the ex- 
ecution on the inside. Street car men 
were present in considerable numbers, 
attracted by their tnterest in the fate 
of the slayer of their late associate. 

It was thought that Weaver might 
make some statement which would in- 
criminate Jim Black and Charlie Ju- 
lian, the other negroes now awaiting 
trial for the same crime, but this he 
failed to do. He mentioned their names 
only once, and this in a half song, 
half prayer, he was chanting to him: 
self just before the black cap was 
adjusted. 

Like Charlie Walker, who was hang- 
ed for the same crime, July 29, Weaver 
showed no inclination to stop talking 
once he was allowed the privilege by 
Sheriff Morris. He talked for fully 
thirty minutes, repeating over and over 
the story of his innocence. When a 
motion was made to adjust the black 
cap during an interval, he would be- 
gin all over again, and it was oniy 
the drop of the trap that finally cut 
his last sentence in half.

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Bill Will Go to Congress With- 


out Indorsement of War 
Department. 


According to Adjutant General A. J. 
Scott, of the Georgia National Guard, 
who has just returned from a2 trip to 
Washington, the war department of 
the United States and the nattonal 
guard do not exactly agree on the na- 
tional guard pay bill, which has al- 
ready been drawn up and -which wii! 
soon be presented to congress for pas- 
sage. 
The bfil provides that the members 

the national guard shall receive 
from 20 to 25 per cent of the regular 
army pay while on duty, which means 
that they would: receive pay for the 
weekly drills which they now hold 
without pay. 

The war department demanded that 
an amengment be tacked on to the bill 
providing that members of the national 
guard, when called into active service, 
shall enlist for an additional three 
years. 

Since there is no such requiremen* 
made of members of the regular army, 
the national guard officers have rege 
fused to agree to the amendment, and 
the bill will go to congress as original- 
ly drawn and without the sanction of 
the war department,

Plans for a handsome business build- 
ing, which is to be erected on West 
} Mitchell street by I. Springer and D.

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UNEXPECTED FLOOD PLAYED HAVOC 
IN HISTORIC SAVANNAH THEATER 


Savannah, Ga., April 14.—(Special.)— 
The historic Savannah theater had a 
narrow escape from being washed 
away early this morning. As it was, 
the stage was deluged and there was 
Several feet of water on the concrete 
floor in the dressing rooms under the 
stage. Considerable damage was done 
to the scenery of “The Fortune Hunt- 
er’ Company. 

The flood occurred about 11 o'clock 
this morning, while the last act of 
“The Fortun Hunter’ was being 
carted from the theater. 

The act closes with a rain storm, in 
which real water is used. A hose is 
run from the fire hydrant on the stage 
to pipes that extend acfoss the front 
of the stage, high enough up to be in- 
visible to the@ audience. When the 
water is turned on there is a most re- 
alistic rain storm, during which the 
curtain drops. 

The rain fell according to rules and 


regulations Thursday night. The water 
was turned off and the work of getting 


the scenery to the transfer wagons was 


begun. Along about 1 o'clock the com- 
pany’s property man uncoupled the 
hose from the standpipe and wrenched 
it off. From the two-inch pipe the 
water shot, and in an instant the stage 
was almost afloat. 

>The water rushed over the scenery 
and costume trunks and. drenched 
frightened stage hands and property 
men. 

Superintendent Figg, of the water- 
works, was telephoned for, but since 
the Savannah theater has a water me- 
ter and the water was going to waste 
at the expense of the playhouse and 
not the city, Superintendent Figg sug- 
gested that a plumber was the man 
whose services should be secured. 
After about $5 worth of good water 
had accumulated under the stage a 
sleepy plumber shut off the water 


from the street main.

Miss Geraldine Farrar, dainty s0- 
prano of the Metropolitan, believes in 
individuality, and she uses her own 
ideas and not those of the stage man- 
ager. 

“In every work of art,” says Miss 
Farrat, who sings” the role_of the 
Goose Girl in Humperdinck’s “Koenigs- 
kinder,’”” to be presented Friday eve- 
ning, April 28, at the Auditorium by 
the original New York cast of the fa- 
mous Metropolitan Opera Company, 
“there must be a line of beauty; mere 
realism will never make a work live. 
An ugly theme, if it lives, “must be 
treated in a beautiful manner. That 
is why,’ also, a singear or an actress 
must strive always to express the 
beautiful. An audience goes to the 
opera to receive a sensation, but if a 
singer is to impart this sensation she 
must not herself be the sensation. She 
must work with her head rather than 
with her body; she must give to her 
audience what is beautiful, not what is 
gross, 

“This is why I love ‘Koenigskinder.’ 
It gives so much chance for the ex- 
pression of the beautiful. The words, 
the music and the action are perfect- 
ly allied. And then the story is so 
dramatic, and to me the dramatic is 
always of first appeal. The dramatic 
actress has a great advantage over her 
operatic sister in the greater degree 
of freedom allowed her.

New York, April 14.—The New York 
National League club may never play 
baseball again at the Polo Grounds. 
City authorities will insist on strictly 
fire-proof structures to replace the 
Zrand stand and part of the bleachers 
destroyed by the fire early today and 
this raises a serious doubt as to wheth- 
er the promoters care to invest thou- 
sands of dollars in steel and concrete 
on a leased site. 

One thing is definite, however. The 
club will use, until further notice the 
American league park on Washington 
Heights beginning a series with 
Brooklyn there tomorrow. President 
Ebbets of the Brooklyn club offered 
his grounds but conflicting dates make 
the acceptance out of the question. 

Although the team is homeless. New 
York is optimistically thankful that the 
fire did not oecur during a game with 
prebable los« of life. The coroners’ of- 
fice took cognizance of the situation 
this afternoon and addressed a peti- 
tion to the building department asking 
the department to insist the stands, if 


reconstructed, shall be built of fire- 
proof material. 

President Brush was too ill to take 
any active part today in the settlement 
of the temporary troubles of the club. 
He has long been in favor of building 
a@ concrete and steel stadium, but has 
hesitated because of uncertainty of the 
future of the Polo Grounds as a base- 
ball park. Many times the question of 
cutting streets through the grounds 
has been raised and alli efforts to buy 
the property have failed. The lease 
has ten years yet to run, but the fire 
has brought matters to a crisis and the 
belief among followers of the game 
here is that a new site will be selected 
although the Polo Grounds may be 
used temporarily when repairs are 
made.

ed when his machine threw two tires 
and turned over. An employee of the 
Buick fatcory, riding with Crane, was 
dangerously injured. 

The car Crane was driving, which 
was of 90-horse power, was making 
a fast turn when the accident occurred. 
The front tire burst and the machine 
turnegq over three times. 

Crane was thrown with great force 
on the hard dirt track. When he was 
picked up his head was doubled under 
his chest. His neck was broken: 

Bert Dodge, a mechanician, who was 
riding with Crane, fell in the center 
of the track. At first it was thought 
Dodge was killed, but after a few 
minutes he recovered consciousness. It 
is believed his injuries are not seri- 
ous. 

Crane was the holder of five inter- 
national motor racing car records. In 
1910 he established a world’s record 
for a mile on a circular level track, 
making the circuit of the Pimlico 
(Baltimore) course in 50 2-5 seconds. 

On half-mile unbanked tracks, Crane 
held three records. He made a half 
in 393-5 seconds, a mile in 1 mtnute 
20 seconds and 2 miles in 2:40 2-5 in 
Rochester, N. Y., on August 6, 1910. 

On May 30 last Crane negotiated 
100 «niles. on the Indianapolis track in 
1 hour 15 minutes and 3-5 of a sec- 
ond. 

Crane drove four machines. His 
pride was a specially constructed 200- 
horse power de Detrich. He also had a 
Simplex, a Velie and the Buick in 
which he rode to his death. The 
racer’s home was in Philadelphia.

The report runs that republicans and democrats “tumbled over 
themselves” to get on record as favoring the ad interim, as well as 
the regular, popular election method. 

The national democracy has spoken unequivocally for the right 
of the people to choose their senators for unexpired terms. 

Georgia is about to fill an unexpired senatorial term twice as 
long as that of a governor or a congressman. 

And yet the democratic state executive committee of Georgia 
is arraying the democracy of this state in rebellion not only against 


/the national democracy—but against popular sentiment everywhere, 
without regard to alignment. : 


The call of duty, of patriotism, of common sense and of justice 
falls on deaf ears. 

But Georgia shall not be placarded to the nation in a legislative 
jackpot for a senatorial term twice as long as that of a governor or

The same conditions exist in greater 
or less degree in the other cotton 
States. It’s deplorable, it’s the height 
of economic folly. It’s no wonder that 
the accumulation of wealth in the 
hands of our farm population has been 
comparatively slow. 

This is the condition that confronts 
us. This enormous drain on our re- 
sources must stop. 
-_portance to every farmer, to every 
commercial interest that it be stopped. 
With the use of better farm tools, bet- 
ter seed, more intelligent fertilizing 
and ‘handling of these farm _ crops, 
Georgia and her sister states need ask 
no odds of Indiana, Illinois or Iowa 
in the profitable production of corn, 
oats, hay and meat products. 

Further, the growth of these crops 
in proper rotation means “land-build- 
ing’ instead of the “land-sinning” so 
common under our present agricul- 
tural system.

Atldnta chamber of commerce believes 
that the best way to stimulate the © 
production of corn in Georgia and 
other states of the south is to con- 
centrate attention on this subject 
through a great southern corn show 
to be held in Atlanta in the late fall 
or early winter. The south’s present 
need is not sO much more acres of 
corn but more and better corn per 
acre. The corn shows held in the 
western states in recent years have 
been most successful in increasing 
yields per acre as well as improve 
quality of the product. There is not 
the least doubt in my mind that a 
great corn show such as we have 
projected for next fall will be of the 
Sreatest benefit in arousing interest in 
this particular subject. 

Recently The Constitution has had 
a humber of very interesting articles 
on beef fattening, but so jong as we 
are importing millions of bushels of 
grain for our work stock alone there 
is little hope of any considerable 
amount of beef cattle and swine for 
our packing houses. We have got to 
grow stock feed before we can guc- 
cessfully grow fat stock. 

The Prize. 

Above all things we must stimu- 
late the production of these items. If 
Georgia alone would produce what we 
now import of grain, hay, meat. and 
live stock, in addition to our present 
cotton crop, this state would see an 
accumulation of wealth in the hands 
of our farmers that would be beyond 
the wildest dream of any other agri- 
cultural section. 

Directly, this is a farm proposition; 
indirectly it is of the greatest im- 
portance to the general commercial 
interests of the cities and towns. Good 
business comes from well-to-do farm- 
ers, not poor ones. A largely increased 
agricultural production along these 
lines means a stimulation of general 
business. Atlanta and every other city 
should be niterested in anything a~d 
everything that tends to better finan- 
cial and social conditions in the coun- 
try. 

Corn, the “Head-Liner.” 

These corn shows are both stimulat- 
ing and educational. They have in- 
variably resulted in both increased 
acreage and increased yields per acre. 

Corn is the “head-liner,” so to speak, 
but due attention will be given to 
the other grains and hay. 

If the so-called corn states of the 
north have seen the necessity of these 
corn shows to stimulate an increase 
of both quantity and quality we cer-

In a ews story 
speculating upon a probable guberna- 
torial campaign you say in reference 
to myself that it is said that “he can 
be positively counted upon as a can- 
didate who is right now quietly busy 
with his campaign.” From the nature 
of the reports which you state are 
afloat the writer of the plece was no 
doubt warranted in his assumption and 
the conclusion that he reached. 

I know nothing about the talk all 
over the state to which your reporter 
refers, to wit: “Tom Hudso, Dick 
Russell: and Jack Slaton will be the 
candidates for governor,” /for I have 
been too busily engaged in my duties 
as judge of the court of appeals for 
the past three months to be thrown in 
any contact with the publia The 
statement that I am “a candidate, and 
right now quietly busy with his cam- 
paign” is fmcorrect.

Laws Requiring Covering of 
Manure and Closed Garbage 
Cans to Be Rigidly Enforced. 
Dodgers to Show the Harm

Clean Atlanta! 

That is what the board of health 

is going to have this summer, judg- 
ing by the action that body took yes- 
terday afternoon. 
All the sanitary inspectors, under in- 
structions from the sanitary chief, 
were present at the meeting to hear 
what action the board teok about 
cleaning up the city. 

The opening speech was made by 
Dr. R. T. Dorsey and his remarks met 
with the idorsement of every other 
member of the board. Dr. Dorsey said 
that a few years ago when the spe- 
cial ordinance about keeping the city 
clean, so flies and mosquitoes could 
not breed, was rigidly enforced there 
were few such nuisances and the city 
was never more healthy. Lately, he 
said, the ordinance had not been as 
rigidly enforced and the flies and 
mosquitoes were more numerous last 
year. 

Will Do Their Duty. 

Chief Jentzen said he was glad the 
board had taken up the matter and 
he had asked all of his men to be 
present to hear just exactly what was 
done. 

The board decided that Atlanta 
must be kept clean. It decided that 
every citizen must obey the law to 
the letter about covering manure 
bins, keeping garbage in closed cans 
and having back yards. free from all 
trash and garbage. It was decided 


that weeds must be removed from lots 
and sidewalks. 

The board, as stated by several 
members, ig going on the idea. that 
“an ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure.” 

The inspectors promised to do their 
part, and Chief Jentzen said that 
there would be no lack of vigilance 
in his department. 

It will be up to the people, and if 
they do not do their part they will be 
arrested and taken before the re- 
corder, whe will do his part. 

Atlanta must be kept clean, says 
the board of health, and it will doubt- 
less be cleaner this summer than ever 
before in its history. 


Will Tell About Flies. 


In connection with the enforcement 
of the health laws, the board will 
issue posters and dodgers showing 
what harm the house-fly can do. Dr. 
Dorsey reported that the literature 
could be printed at the small cost of 
about $40, and he was told to g0 
ahead and do the work at once. 

Having been notified by the grand 
jury of DeKalb county that the sta- 
bles in that county which the city 
has maintained at Mayson’s crossing, 
on the Georgia Railroad, was a nuis- 
ance and must be abated, the board 
adopted a resolution to abandon tnat 
stable and also the one on Ivy street 
and consolidate all the city stables at 
the crematory.

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REFORMS URGED 


“I BANKING LAWS 


State Treasurer Makes 
His Annual Report. 


Sixty-Two State Banks and One 


1910--No Failures During the 
Year---Gain of $12,000,000 
Shown in Assets. 


In his annual report forthe year end- 
ing December 31, 1910, State Treasurer 
J. Pope Brown urges upon the gov- 
ernor and the legislative body the 
necessity of amendments to the bank- 
ing laws and several needed reforms 
in the banking business. 

Among other things the treasurer 
suggests that authority to grant char- 
ters to banks or trust companies 
should be transferred from the office 
«@ the secretary of state to the office 
of the banking bureau or that itm- 
mediate notice should be required to 
be given the banking department as 
soon as a charter is granted by the 
secretary of state. 

Require Immediate Notice. 

“The records of this department 
would at all times be In more com- 
plete harmony with those in the office 
of the secretary of state,” says the 
treasurer, “and the work of examina- 
tion woulgqg be greatly facilitated if 
immediate notice was required to be 
given this department when a char- 
ter is granted or any amendment is 
allowed to the charters of banks or 
trust companies: In fact, why should 
not the granting of charters to banks 
or trust companies doing a banking 
business or any amendments to char- 
ters now of force be granted by and 
through the banking bureau?” 

Touching the necessity for amend- 
ments to the present banking laws, 
Treasurer Brown says: 

“During the session of the last 
legislature an effort was made to 
have the banking laws amended in 
certain particulars and to make sev- 
eral needeq reforms in the banking 
business of the state, suggested by the 
inefficiency of the present law to meet 
requirements of safe and conservative 
banking, but the proposed legislation 
was not effected, and I would again 
urge that the matter be given more 
thoughtful consideration by the gen- 
eral assembly at its next session.” 

The report shows that sixty-two 
state banks and one trust company 


branch banks began business during 
the year, making a total of 545 state 
banks now in active operation. There 
has been no failure of a state or 
national bank in Georgia since 1907, 
when the Exchange bank of Macon, 
the Bank of Waycross and the Neal 
bank of Atlanta went into the hands 


of receivers. 

The total assets of the state banks 
for the year 1910 amounted to $120,- 
220,244.81, as compared with $108,625,- 
280.93 for 1909. 

Technical Regulations. 

In conclusion the treasurer says: 

“The banks should not be hampered 
and pestered with too many technical 
regulations. The increase in the num- 
ber of banks and the deposits is shown 
above, and on the whole the banks are 
being honestly and conservatively 
managed. I feel impelled to again re- 
turn thanks to all of the banks 
throughout the state for their co- 
operation to the end that they should 
be operated on a basis of usefulness 
and credit to the state as well as a 
source of revenue to the stockholders, 

‘T would also express my sincere 
gratitude for the many expressions of 
regret at my retiring. I am indebted 
to yourself, the comptroller general 
and attorney general for many courte- 
sies, for which you will please accept 
my thanks. 

“Tt is also due that I should again 
say a word about the force associated 
with me in the office and the bank 
examiners in the field. They have all 
been retained because they were found 
to be qualified for their work and 
have been conscientious in the dis- 
charge of their @Guty, namely: Mr. 
Ben F. Perry, chief clerk and assistant 
to treasurer; Mr. , . Anderson, 
bookkeeper; Mr. H. Y. Walker, cash- 
ier: Mr. J. S. Hollinshead, first as- 
sistant bank examiner, and Mr. J. T. 
Henderson and Mr. J. W. Stephens, as- 
sistant bank examiners. Mr. R. O. 
| Pate, Jr., has beenrecently appointe? 
assistant bank examiner and has ren- 
dered service tq the department en- 
tirely satisfactory. 

“Tt is also due that I should oe a 
word about the porter, Peter c~

this department for forty years. He 
has been able to hold his place because 
he has faithfully performed his work 
and has always béen polite and ac- 
commodating and his honesty unques- 
tioned.

MUTE’S TALKING FINGERS 
TOLL OF A CAR ACCIDENT 


Bereft of speech and the power to 
hear from birth and left absolutely 
powerless to make himself understood 
because his “talking fingers’ are 
crushed off. Thomas Elfe, a mute, of 
27 Poplar street, values his loss at more 
than $150 from the Georgia Railway 
and Electric Company. 

Through Attorneys Hill & Wrignt, 
he filed yesterday in the superior court 
euit for $15,000 damages against the 
company upon the company’s refusal 
to rescind an agreement Bife had sign- 
ed to accept $150 in full settlement for 
his injuries.

Rushed to the Atlanta 
hospital, it was found that his left foot 
had been crushed off at the ankle ana 
that two fingers on his right hand and 
the little finger of his left hand, his 
talking fingers, were so badly mangled 
that amputation was necessary. 

A few days after the accident, while 
still a patient in the Atlanta hospitai, 
an official got Elfe to sign an agree- 
ment whereby he was to accept $150 
from the company in full payment for 
his injuries.

When they were un- 
able to secure any satisfactory agree- 
ment with the company damage suit 
papers were prepared and filed.

Epernay, Department of Marne, 
France, April 14.—Calm prevailed dur- 
ing the night throughout the depart- 
ment of Marne, the scene of three days’ 
rictous outbreak on the part of the 
discontented wine growers, and the 
authorities this morning are hopeful 
that the rioting is over. 3

in nullifying the action of the senate 
with reference to the delimitation of 
the champagne districts which would 
pérmit wine made in any district to 
be labeled champagne, andi the ex- 
pressed intention of Premier Monis to 
refer the whole question to the council 
of state for settlement, served to @& 
large extent, it is believed, in appeas- 
ing the excited populace. The army 
corps sent to quell the outbreak and 
prevent the further destruction of 
property remains, however, for the 
time being in the disturbed area. 

Ringleaders Arrested. 

A force of gendarmeg just before 
daylight this morning proceeded to 
Venteuill, one of the wine depots upon 
which the manifestants especially di- 
lrected their operations of destruction 
of the wine presses and bottles of 
champagne, and arrested two of the 
ringleaders. While the gendarmes 
were escorting the accused men to the 
police station women rushed into the 
street and tried to tear incriminating 
documents from the arms of the public 
prosecutors.

Cause of the Rioting. 

The discontent of the wine growers 
in the French champagne region, 
which oulminated in violent disturb- 
ances and the destruction of enormous 
quantities of champagne, was the re- 
sult of the suffering of the people in 
the department of Marne, which the 
wine growers there attributed to the 
extensive manufacture of adulterated 
and counterfeited wine. To protect 
the growers of real champagne the 
French government in 1907 instituted 
an investigation. As the result of a 
year’s work of the investigating com- 
mittee, the government secured the 
passage of a law which provided an 
official label for real champagne and 
requiring that no wine should bear 
this label unless it were wholly the 
production of a specific district—a re- 
gion within the Mmits of the depart- 
ment of Marne. From the start, the 
law delimitating the champagne coun- 
try was unpopular. Dissatisfaction 
led to meetings of protest, the wine 
growers asserting that wine was im- 
ported into Marne, where it wae bot- 
tled, and marked with the government 
label. 

Wine Depots Sacked. 

Counter demonstrations were begun 
in the department of Aube, where the 
wine growers clamored to have their 
department included in the delimited 
champagne district. 

Taking cognizance of the Aube 
growers, the French senate adopted a 
resolution, April 11, in favor of the 
suppression of all territorial delimi- 
tation. 

As soon as the news of the senate’s 
action reached the Marne region, 
where it was regarded as a deadly 
blow to their interests and a conces- 
Sion to the rival and neighboring de- 
partment of Aube, the exasperated 
wine growers rose up in arms and 
burned and sacked eVery wine depot 
upon which they could lay their hands.

The attorneys for the transporta- 
tion companies say that they know of 
no such decision on the part of the 
companies. They say that they have 
simply made reports to the railroads

Chief Will Investigate. 

The chief of police stated Friday 
morning that he hag not received any 
reports from any of the transporta- 
tion companies.

R. lL. Watson, chargeq with the mur- 
der of Addison Matthews last Decem- 
ber, Was acquitted today, the widow of 
the dead man testifying for the’ de- 
fendant. . 

Fabe Watson was jointly indicted 
with hig father and the defendants 
asking @ severance, the elder Watson 
was placed on trial by Solicitor 
Wilkes. 

The evidence disclosed the fact that 
Matthews and Watson had a fight in 
the early part of the day the homi- 
cide occurred, in which Matthews got 
the worst of it. It was testified that 
during the afternoon Matthews 
tanked up on whisky and getting his 
knife from his wife left his house 
with the avowed’intention of killing 
Watson. His wife endeavored to dis- 
suade him, but was unsuccessful. 

He met the two Watsons on the 
road together with Mrs. Watson and 
immediately assaulted Watson, cut- 
ting him up seriously. Young Watson, 
who is nothing but a boy, ran up and 
cut Matthews to death to save his 
father’s life. 

The elder Watson was so seriously 
cut and stabbed that his life was de- 
spaired of. 

After the evidence was all in the 
jury rendered a verdict of not guilty, 
after the solicitor stated that in his 
opinion the evidence would not war- 
rant a verdict of guilty. 

The widow of the dead man testified 
in behalf of the accused. The defend- 
ant was an uncle of the dead man.

COTTON IN NEW ORLEANS. 


Review of the Market During 
Past Week. 


New Orleans, April 14—This was a 
short week in the cotton market, owing 
to the Easter holidays, The net change 
Was an advance of 12 to 17 points on 
the old crop months and an-advance of 
5 points on the new. The high prices 
were made on the closing session when 
the old crop months were 16 to 22 
points over last week’s close, and the 
new crops were 7 to 9 points over. The 
low prices were made on Wednesday 
when the list was 1 to 6 points under 
last week’s close, From the lowest to 
the highest there was a range of 21 to 
23 points on the old crops and 12 to 14 
points on the new. 

Early in the week heavy liquidation 
from the long side was the main influ- 
ence in the market, and it looked at 
one time as if decidedly low levels 
would be established. It was rumored 
that a large line of long cotton was 
being thrown overboard, but just when 
this began to check outside speculation 
and to cause bears to think of exerting 
pressure on the market Liverpool be- 
gan to send over exceedingly bullish 
trade accounts and to report heavy spot 
trading. This saved the situation for 
the long side, stimulated fresh long 
buying and caused considerable cov- 
ering among shorts. The bullish re- 
ports from Liverpool continued right 
up to the week-end, and were the cause 
of the good close that was made. 

Reports concerning the new crop 
were more favorable than otherwise, 
although it was evident that too much 
rain was falling in some localities in 
the belt, and on the week-end the 
weather forecast called for cold weather 
and frost. These two features in the 
news from the belt gave the new crop 
months a good tone, and allowed them 
to advance in sympathy with the old 
crop months, although the net gain on 
the new crops was not nearly as wide 
as it was on the old. 

In the spot market prices advanced 
8-16, middling closing at 14%, against 
14 7-16 last week and 14 9-16 this week

Advices from the 
south telling of the formation of gell- 
ing companies by the - planters in 
Louisiana and Texas do not arouse 
especial interest, as the local trade 
argues that it is rather too late to 
mend matters after the recent cutting 
of prices. It is recognized, however, 
that the entire rice trade would profit 
decidedly from such a plan for greater 
stability, provided they were lived 
up to.

WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED.

[What Commercial Agencies 
Say About Business. 

New York, April 14.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.'s Weekly Review of Trade tomor- 
row will say that the trade movement 
is disappointingly slow, notwithstand- 
ing the fundamentally sound industrial 
and agricultural conditions. The ear- 
lier outlook of the year for increased 
activity has not been confirmed and 
reports from the largest trades are of 
recessions rather than of progress. 
Current demand shows a falling off, 
both in p giron and finished materials 
and, unless new orders soon expand, 
the rate of output niuist necessarily be 
reduced. Moreover, the foretgn inquiry 
has subsided, while there has been no 
important buyin by the railroads 
since the recent Harriman rail contract 
for 72,000 tons, and previous expecta- 
tions regarding the prospective volume 
of business from, this source are now 
being modified. 

Existing conditions in pig iron re- 
flect distinct dullness and even at the 
low prices named consumers do not 
appear disposed to purchase for ex- 
tended deliveries. Some sales of south- 
ern iron have been noted below $11 
for early shipment and concessions 
have been granted on open hearth 
billets and sheet bars, while a contract 
for plates at the west was closed at a 
recession of $2 per ton. 

Primary textile markets rule quiet 
with more firmness shown in cotton 
goods and yarns, but buyers are not 
satisfied as to the stability of the high- 
er prices and have withdrawn from the 
market. The curtailment of operations 
in cotton mill centers is increasing and 
only 105,000 pieces of print cloths were 
sold during last week at Fall River, of 
which 40,000 were spots. Agitation of 
the tariffs affecting cottons and wool- 

is naturally causing hesitation, 
and, coupled wth subnormal counter 
demand throughout the country, the 
duliness is readily exaggerated. Credit 
conditions in woolen and worsteds are 
reported better than usual in the mat- 
ter of collections and in accounts due. 
Export of sales of cotton goods con- 
tinue in excess of a year ago. The de- 
velopment of a radical style trend to- 
ward rough fabrics in dress goods is 
attracting considerable attention. Trad- 
ing in footwear has shown some im- 
provement, due to the more seasonable 
weather during the past week, al- 
though conditions as yet are far from 
active. The demand of domestic tan- 
ners for hides continues active, but the 
market is well maintained, particularly 
owing to limited receipts and supplies. 
Léather conditions are generally dull 
and unsatisfactory.

The passing away of Colonel Hdward 
C. Wade last week in New Orleafis is of 
sagt age coneern to thousands of people 
n this. state and South Carolina. For 
many years one of the wealthiest men in 
Savannah Colonel Wade proved his kind 
and generous nature by sharing with 
friends and relatives the large fortune 
which came to him from his successful 
cotton business. Especially was his 
generosity felt by Wundreds of once 
well-off Carolinians, who, left destitute 
by the civil war, were aided by him to 
become re-established on their impov- 
erished plantations. But, like most of, 
those who live to realize that “Virtue 
is its own reward,” the colonel saw 
the day when his fortune was swept 
away. The government confiscated his 
thousands of bales of cotton and freed 
his slaves. His cotton claim is now filed 
in the war department at Washington, 
and if the government should ever de- 
cide to pay the south’s just war claims, 
Colonel Wade’s heirs may reagze the 
sum of $1,000,000 or $2,000,000. 

This gallant southerner spent his 
boyhood in Screven county, at the 
splendid, aristocratic old home of his 
father’s brother, the late Peyton L. 
Wade, and there he received the educa- 
tion that fitted him for the fine busi- 
ness career which he afterwards fol- 
lowed in Savannah. 

Although a union man in sympathies, 
he would not fight against his own peo- 
ple, and he fought side by side with our 
bravest soldiers. 

The wife, who survives him, is a rel- 
ative of the late President Harrison, 
and, although a northerner by birth,
